Representatives of the wheat pools told 
the MacMillan commission there wil! have 
to be a substantial advance in price levels 
and a scaling down of debts before ther: 
can be any hope of returning prosperit 
in the west or a material improvement in 
Canadian industry. They should have said

an advance in prices “or’’ a scaling down 
of debts. 

With that qualifying provision, the pre- 
sentation from the pools goes directly to 
the heart of the situation as it now stands 
It is a choice of higher commodity prices 
or a wholesale default of debts, private 


and public. Uniess prices move upward or 4 


debts downward until the balance is re- 
stored, there is no alternative. Debts may 
not be “repudiated” in the sense of pay- 
ment being arbitrarily refused: they will 
simply remain unpayable, as they now are. 

Deflation has worked back along the 
line from the debtor to the creditor. The 
former took the brunt of the shock when 
prices slid down. He was robbed of earn- 
ing power, of savings, of property that he 
had to sacrifice, in many cases of his 
home. But because his earning power is 
gone, his paying power is gone. That has 
brought the creditor into the picture. It 
is his turn to worry now; the debtor is 
“through”, 

If bankers, trust company directors and 
other creditors have any doubts on the 
point they have only to look at the debt 
adjustment legislation interposed by the 
provincial authorities to prevent them 
from collecting and save the debtors from 
absolute ruin. And that legislation, they 
may as well take for granted, will not be 
cancelled until some reasonable balance 
has been restored between earning power 
and debt obligations. The debtors happen 
to be more numerous than the creditors, 
and the protection they have secured they 
will keep. 

It is well that this aspect of the matter 
has been put squarely before the commis- 
sion. Since the creditors want to get paid, 
their interests are now in reality the same 
as those of the debtors, who want to pay 
but can’t. If one is to collect in full and 
the other pay in full, prices must first go 
up. Failing that, debts will have to be 
written down into alignment with the re- 
duced paying power of the individual and 
the public; or the individual and the public 
cannot and will not pay.

Food 
authorities are pointing out that most Americans 
do not get enough calciun 1 their food and that 
Americans are well known for their nervous 
rritability. Plenty of calcium, when used by the 


body, is known to steady the nerves and to help 
produce an even-tempered, calm individual. In ex-
